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17 OTHER NOTABLE FEATURES OF BUILDING OR SITE (interior and/or extertor) 
This house has a five-bay facade with a central entry. Virtually all 
exterior fabric is obscured by modern siding.. Windows are fitted with 
2-over-2 sash and modern storm sash; facade windows are paired and 
offset towards the corners. Second-floor windows are located high under 
the eaves. There are prominent overhangs at the second floor and across 
the gable ends. Attic windows are fitted with old 6-over-6 sash. The 
large central brick chimney has been partially covered in stucco. 


Although little historic fabric is visible, this house is significant 

as a surviving example of an 18th-century central chimney house. Typical 
18th-century features include the fenestration (paired facade windows and 
second-floor windows high under the eaves), hewn overhangs, and parallel- 
ridge orientation, and huge central chimney. Its form is readily 
apparent and there have been few additions to compromise its architectural 


integrity. 


This house is said to have been built for Phillip Goffe about 1670, 
but such a date seems highly implausible.
